1 . The terminal disclaimer filed on 9/24/04 disclaiming the terminal portion of the 
patent being examined which would extend beyond the expiration date of prior Patent 
No. 6,457,031 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has been 
recorded. 

Reasons for Allowance 

2. Claims 1-19 are allowed. 

It is noted that the closest prior art of record, Mitchell et al. (U.S. Patent 
5,857,099) disclose a speech-to-text dictation system with audio message capability, 
but Mitchell et al. do not disclose selectively establishing marks during the playing of the 
audio representation for different ones of the sequentially highlighted words responsive 
to user commands, each mark established when the word is highlighted. Thus, 
independent claim 1 is allowable over the prior art of record because the cited prior art 
alone or in combination, does not fairly suggest or disclose the claimed combination of 
features.
